At  the  close  of  another  fiscal  year,  we  are  again  fortunate  in  having 
no  fatal  epidemics  to  report;  no  contagious  diseases  with  slight 
exception  of  scarlet  fever,  in  mild  form,  limited  at  the  outbreak. 
For  the  ordinary  record  of  mortality  see  "Vital  Statistics." 
Perhaps  a  statement  here  may  be  opportune  as  concerning  vacci- 
nation;-an  important  matter  which  at  present  is  receiving  much 
attention  by  interested  citizens  and  the  best  medical  authorities 
throughout  the  state:  —  In  compliance  with  the  law  requiring  the 
vaccination  of  children  attending  school,  and  agreeable  to  instructions 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  we  have  distributed  "certificate 
cards"  (containing  the  laws  in  relation  thereto)  through  the  several 
schools  to  the  children  of  the  town,  and  we  trust  the  parents  or

School  'Report. 

For  the  year  ending  February  15,  1916. 

Without  exception  our  schools  have  been  in  session 
thirty-two  weeks  since  our  last  report.  The  year  was 
divided  into  three  terms:  one  of  fourteen  weeks  in  the 
spring,  one  of  eight  weeks  commencing  Aug.  30,  and 
after  a  recess  of  one  week  a  third  term  of  ten  weeks 
closing  the  first  week  in  January. 

There  has  been  very  little  sickness  among  our  pupils 
and  our  schools  have  continued  their  work  without 
interruption  except  in  the  case  of  one  school,  which  was 
closed  a  week  early,  the  first  term  but  kept  an  extra 
week  at  the  end  of  the  third  term. 

In  several  cases  the  children  who  lived  beyond  a 
reasonable  walking  distance  were  conveyed. 

Most  of  our  schools  have  been  doing  very  satisfactory 
work,  as  with  but  three  exceptions  our  teachers  had  all 
had  previous  experience  in  teaching  and  a  large  pro- 
portion of  them  had  taught  successfully  several  years. 
The  following  have  taught  through  the  year  in  the  same 
school:-Calef  Hill,  Laura  H.  Putney;  Square,  Helen  L. 
Ward;  Gaza,  Stella  M.  Thomas;  Osgood,  Lilian  L. 
Ring;  North  Sanbornton,  Marion  York.  At  Hunkins, 
Iva  A.  Eastman  taught  the  first  term  and  M.  Pearl 
Colby  the  second  and  third;  at~Meadow,  Alice  M.  Wood- 
man the  first  term  and  Gertrude  M.  Johnson  the  second 
and  third;  at  Bay,  Grace  L.  Collins  the  first  term  and 
Alice  M.  Woodman  the  second  and  third;  at  Chapel, 
Sarah  P.  Bailey  the  first  term  and  Maud  Z.  Tilton  the 
second  and  third;  at  New  State,  Jennie  D.  Blake  the 
first  term,  Cressa  E.  Palmer  the  second,  and  the  third 
term  Rolf  N.  Bolster  taught  eight  weeks  the  term  being 
finished  by  Jennie  D.  Blake.

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Copy  of  a  Letter  from 
THE  STATE  TAX  COMMISSION. 


Concord,  N.  H.,  February  10,  1916. 


To  THE  Selectmen: 


When  settling  with  the  tax  collectors  this  month  please  bear  in 
mind  the  following  facts:  "Every  collector  of  taxes  shall  collect  all 
taxes  set  down  upon  the  lists  committed  to  him  for  that  purpose, 
except  such  as  are  abated."     Pub.  St.  c.  43,  s.  33. 

Collectors  have  ample  authority  to  collect  all  taxes  prior  to  Febru- 
ary 15,  with  the  possible  exception  of  taxes  on  non-resident  real  estate. 

They  may  distrain  goods  and  chattels,  P.  S.  c.  60,  s.  2,  or  for  want 
thereof,  commit  the  delinquent  to  the  house  of  correction  or  jail. 
P.  S.  c.  60,  s.  8.     Laws  1913,  c.  82,  s.  5. 

They  should  collect  and  account  for  interest  at  ten  per  cent,  on  all 
taxes  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December.  P.  S.  c.  59, 
s.  8.     You  should  not  pass  this  over  lightly. 

The  court  holds  that  a  tax  collector  is  liable  for  taxes  which  he 
might  have  collected  but  which  have  not  been  collected  because  of 
his  negligence.     Pittsburg  v.  Tabor,  61  N.  PI.  100. 

You  should  not  suffer  the  towns  to  lose  money  by  failing  to  hold 
tax  collectors  to  strict  accountability.  Delinquency  on  their  part 
should  not  be  condoned  by  abatements.
